, + London, Jan. 1. 
The telephone system of the United 
Kingdom came under unified control 
twenty-five years ago and the los 
sixteen years of that ‘perlod' have 
been a time of rapid deyclopment. 


There ore now 5,592 cxchanges, 
2,711,087 telephone stations, 12,111,- 
851 miles of wire and 1,320,000,000 
calls are originated ino year. In 
1921 there were 220 strect Iciosks, 
now there are over 22,000, ; 

The most spectacular development 
hag been in Jong distance services. 
Yn 1921 services to countries abroad 
were restricted to France, Belgium 
and Switzerland and the first service 
to another continent did not come 
untll 1927. Now connection can be 
eatnblished with almost all of the 
34,600,000, telephones in the world 
~ During the last twelve months sub 
scribers mado about 900,000 calls to 
places abroad, over 15,000 of which 
were made over radio circuits. 

The number of telephones in the 
United Kingdom 1s now Increasing by 
nearly a quarter of a million yearly 
and the number of calls Is Increasing 
by more than 100,000,000 cach yenr. 

Charges meanwhile are still folling. 
Last night between ‘7 p.m. and 
midnight the London’ Trunk Ex- 
change handled 11,800 calls to all 
parts of the United Kingdom.

This vitality is, in fact, one-of the 
most striking features of exerything 
associated with the movement, and 
is one of the explanations of its 
extraordinary success in the last few 
years.

Founded in 1921 by Dr. Frank 
Buchman, a former Lutheran pastor 
in the United States, the Group is 
an association of Christmas who bind 
themselves to live their lives ac- 
cording to the standards Inid down 
‘in the ‘New Testament. There ore 
no rules or .membership cards— 
people are cither “in? or “out.” 
Groupers are sald to be “changed 
lives,” and the leaders believe that 
if sufficient key people in each 
country can be “changed,” the whole 
course of history can be altered, and 
the present international discords 
wiped out by mutual understanding. 

The severest critics of the Group 
do not deny the truth of the “changed 
Lives.” When I--was at Oxford 
Teaders of the “fast set’? underwent 
ainazing transformations ofter being 
brought into contact with Groupers.

This is the reason Cromarty 
Firth was one of the most Impor- 
tant naval boscs during the war.

Among the medley of craft an- 
chored off Cromarty wos the 13,500 
tons armoured cruiser Natal, one of 
the last ships of the pre-Dreadnought 
age. 

She had‘been built a good many 
years before at a cost of £1,218,244, 
including her six 9.2 and four 7.5 
guns; and, normally she carried a 
complement of 704 officers and men. 

On the morning'of December 30 
there was a good:.deal of activity 
nbonrd the ship, for it was known 
that the commissloned. ranks were 
giving a New Year party that same 
aflernoon ‘to which their brother 
oMcers from other bonts had been 
Invited, as well as friends and re- 
Iations living on shore and nurses 
fram the hospital ships. 

The cool had been ordered to 
prepare a special feast, with all the 
customary dishes and delicacies of 
celebration, and the ofMlcers' quarters 
were gaily decorated with flags, 
bunting ond coloured balloons, The 
ship’s band was to ‘play and there 
was to be dancing. A cinema show 
also was included in the programme, 
and games for the children, of whorr 
i number were to be present, . 

‘Lord Jellicog — then Sir John 
Jellicoe —-and Lady Jellicoe, who 
were at Invergordon, had been sent 
un. invitation, and were expected 
nbourd . the Natal during = the 
festivities. 

I remember that day very well~ 
dull and dry, with a cold wind 
sweeping across the Firth from the 
north, and causing the smaller of 
the craft rhythmically to rock In 
the grey, rufiled ‘waters.

For a moment she lay there, while 
a strageling Jine of survivors floun- 
dered on her slimy hull. 

Yet another ¢xploslon from her 
‘depths—so' muffled that it seemed 
more Iike the dull throb of a pulse 
—ond with oa ‘great shudder the 
Natal had disappeared, ~ °° 

It all happened in less than five 
minutes. So short had been the 
enactment of this great disaster that 
one {elt it to have been unreal— 
the grotesque hallucinations of some 
haunting nightmare, 

Nothing but a seething. mass of 
white form to mark the spot, dotted 
with patches of struggling human 
beings who had survived. 


Saved by Teeth 


An immediate rush to the rescue 
was mode by every available craft. 
There was ‘a .string of tenders, 
launches, ond tugs, followed by a 
flotilla of rowing boats and dinghies 
whose oarsmen pulled feverishly. 

The scenes’ In the water as boats 
drew alongside were indescribakly 
terrible. Many. of the survivors were 
Striving to keep up despite their 
dreadful injuries caused no doubt by 
the explosion. Muny. sank before 
help came. 

There was one man whose hands 
had been blown off. A rope was 
thrown tp him by a rescue Party ina 


launch. He gripped the rope with 
his tecth and ,was thus drawn to 
safety, ' 

Not one of the civilians who had 
gone nboard the cruiser, however, 
was to be seen. None in ‘fact, bas 
ever, been found from that day to 
this." 

No doubt they were imprisoned in 
the ship where the party was being 
held. 

Perhaps they ‘were already dead 
before, the ship: sank,’ for although, 
considering. the mugnitude of ‘the 
disaster, the detonations were com- 
paratively ‘small, it was ‘apparent 
when salvage work on the boat be- 
gan some years later that the force of 
the concussion must have been terrl- 
fic.. 

The entire stern of the ship was 
found to be missing. Divers dis- 


covered pieces of her propelicrs on- 


the bed of the Firth mony yards awny 
from the wreckage, 


This surprising disparity between | 
noise and damage Js probably because 


the explosion was’ well down fn the 
ship below the waterline. 


Submarine: Theory

title, They are “Heritage of the 
Soil," “of Defence,” “of the Sea.” “of 
the Air,” “of Industry,” “of Hap- 
piness,” and “of the ome.” 

THE THRONE MOVED 

For tuking the scenes in West- 
minster Abbey, the Coronation Threnc 
was moved for the first. time for 
hundreds of years, It is believed to 
be the first time in this country that 
Roynl co-operation has been granted! 
In the production of a film: 

The director of the picture ts Mr. 
Widgey Newman. Units for taking 
scenes. in different parts of the. Em- 
pire have travelled the equivalent of 
four times round the world, and have 
exposed a million feet of film. . 

Co-operation has been given also 
by the Admiralty, the War OMicc. 
the Air Ministry, the Lord Mayor of 
London, the Office of Works, and 
many other private companies and 
organisations.

over the application of an oil embargo. 
The United’ States adopted an in- 
dependent ‘policy of neutrality and 
the League abandoned its plans for 
new sanctions. The Italians were 
grateful to Washington; and = re= 
doubled efforts to finish the war as 
soon as possible. : 

In the middle of February General 
Badoglio met and after five days 
fighting defeated Ras Mulughiecta and 
his horde of 80,000 warriors, killings 
about 6,000. He followed “up this 
victory on Februnry 20th with a 
Second Battle of the Tentsien, routing 
Rases Kassa and Seyoun in which the 
Ethlopians lost almost 15,000 men. 

The morate of the Ethiopians was 
shaken and the Italians prepared dur- 
ing March for new advances on all 
fronts.

MUSSOLINI WOOS ENGLAND 

Mussolini virtually took Italy out 
of the League of Nations in October 
when the League refuscd to unseat 
the Ethiopian delegation. Italy has 
not officially resigned, but officials 
suy they have no intention of return- 
ing until the League expels the Ethlo- 
pian and shows signs of becoming 
more “realistic” institution. 

During the summer Mussolini made 
several bids for the return of normal 
relations between England and Italy, 
climaxing them with a peace appeal 
in his speech in Milan on November 
Ist. This speech brought a response 
from England and at the present time 
the two nations are negotlating an 
accord on the: Mediterraneah.

They, have few cares and no 
duties. They are casy targets 
for the germ of loneliness, be- 
cause they are alone more hours 
than any class of society.

Tho suburban “at homes” and

thing to alleviate their loneliness. 
They were pathetic attempts at 
companionship, but the narrow- 
ness of their circle frequently 
failed them. How often do the 
newspapers report inexplicable 
suicides in this class?

Among the medicy of craft an- 
chored off Cromarty was the 13,500 
fons armoured cruiser Natal, one of 
the last ships of the pre-Drendnousght 
ngte. 

She had been huilt a good many 
years before at a cost of £1,218,244, 
including her six 09.2 ond four 7.6 


guns, and normally she carried a * 


complement of 704’oMcers and men. 

On the morning of December 30 
there was a good deal of activity 
aboard the ship, for it was Itnown 
that the commissioned ranks were 
riving a New Year party that same 
afternoon to which their brother 
officers from other bonts had been 
Invited, as well as friends and re- 
lations Hving on shore ond nurses 
from the hospital ships. 

The'-cook had been ordered to 
prepare a special fengt, with all the 
customary dishes and delicacies of 
eclebration, and the oficers’ quarters 
were gaily decornted with flags, 
bunting and coloured balloons, The 
ship’s band was ta play and there 
wns to be dancing, “A cinema, show 
also was included in the programme, 
and games for the children, of whom 
a’ number were to be present. ‘ 

Lord Jellicoe — then Sir John 
Jellicoe —and Lady: Jellicoe, who 
were at Invergordon, had been sent 
an invitation, and were expected 
aboard =the Natal during = the 
festivitles, :

It struck terror to the hearts of

Almost simultaneously there 
sounded 'a deep, rumbling explosion, 
that, by reason of Its remoteness, 
seemed to come from the depth of 
the sca, . 

It was: followed by two sharper 
explosions, Tho vessel immediately 
swungt and’ swayed in alarming 
fashion.

Saved by Teeth 


An Immediate rush to the rescue 
was made by every available craft. 
There was a string of tenders, 
launches, and tugs, followed by a 
flotilla of rowing bonts and dinghies 
whose oarsmen pulled, feverishly. 

The scenes in the water as boats 
drew alongside were indeseribably 
terrible. Many of the survivors were 
striving to keep up despite their 
dreadful injuries caused no doubt by 
the explosion. Many sank before 
help cume, : : 

There was one man .whose hands 
had been blown off. A rope, was 
thrown to him by a rescue party ina 


Rreat. shudder the fle. ‘ 
: The entire-stern of the ship was 
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launch. He gripped the rope with 


‘his tecth and was thug drawn to 


safety, 

Not-one of the civilians who had 
gone onboard the cruiser, however, 
was to be seen. .None Jn fect, has 
ever been found trom that day to 
this, 

No doubt they were imptisoned. in 
the ship where the party was being 
held. 

Perhaps they were already dead 
before the ship: sank, for although, 
considering .the magnitude of the 
disaster, the detonationsy were com- 
paratively small, it was apparent 
when salvage work on the boat be- 


gan some years Jater that the force of « 


the concussion must have been terrl+ 


found 1o be milssing, Divers « dis- 
covered ploccs of her propellers on 
the bed of the Firth many yards away 
trom the wreckage. : 

This surprising disparity between 
nolse.and damage is probubly because 
the explosion was well down in the 
ship below the waterline. 


Submarine Theory 


Mnny theories were ndvanced to 


-necount, for the disaster. 


WAL first ‘it was thought . thot an 
‘eneriy submarine had succecded in 
cluding the defences of “The Sutors” 
und passed between them into the 
Firth, but this view was -subsequent- 
ly dismissed, because it, was unlikely 
thut any  under-water craft could 
hnve safely negotiated the ‘network 
of mines Inid at the entrance to the 
Firth.

No one will ever be able to relate 
what: actually-happened in those 
few terrible minutes. ‘ :
